plications with Abdul Hamid. 

Hetr Apparent a Prisoner. 

Mehammed Rechard Effendi, the heir 
apparent to the throne, who probably 
would be selected for the succession, 
lived practically a prisoner for 
twenty-five years in the large palace 
and gardens not far from the Yildiz 
Kiosk. Since the July revolution, how- 
ever, he thas often been seen in the 
streets of Constantinople, looking from 
the carriage windows on the scenes in 
the thoroughfares, which must have 
been strangely interesting to him. He 
is gray-halired and not very strong, to 
judge from his appearance. He is 65 
years of age, and ‘well educated. al- 
though inexperienced in the affairs of 
the world. 

This afternoon witnessed the final act 
in the siege of the Yildiz, General 
Schefket, commander of the constitu- 
tiomalists, overawing the Albanians into 
surrender. This force, which was com- 
posed of 200 men, was stationed in the 
imperial palace. The Albanians were 

t engaged in fighting on Saturday, 

it they persistently refused to lay 
down their arms. 

White Token of Surrenéer. 

General Schefket sent up a strong 
body of Macedonians and six field 
pieces were placed in a préminent posi- 
tion above the palace. Other guns were 
disposed of on the neighboring heights, 
while the troops commanded all the ap- 
proaches. The red flag continued, how- 
ever, to fly defiantly until 2 o'clock, 
when the watchrs saw it dropping 
slowly down the flagpole, making place 
for the white token of surrender. A 


ifew minutes later a crowd of fugitives 


wre seen pouring down the dusty road 
leading to _Beshimtash, where they 
were fastened together with ropes and 
conducted, under military escort, to the 
headquarters of the commission of the 
inquiry. 

The prisoners included domestics, 
eunuchs, pages, secretaries and practi- 
cally the entire male staff of the pal- 
ace, as well as the famous fusileers, the 
spoilt proteges of the sultan. Their 
cOmmander was arrested in disguise at 
Galata and severely handled and sub- 
jected to indignities, 

Great Severity Shown. 


The @alonikins show great severity. 
Many of the arrested Softas credited 
with being reactionaries, have been 
brutally treated and others, concerning 
whose loyalty there is doubt, have not 
entirely escapd. The vigorous search 
continues, even into the European quar- 
ters. It Is estimated now that at least 
10,000 prisoners are in the hands of the 
Salonikins. Those liable to severe pun- 
ishment. such as the rebellious Saloniki 
chasseurs, have been securely roped. 
Among the civilians arrested are Mau- 
rad Bey, editor of The Mizan: Abdur 
Rahman Effendi, assfstant miaister of 
finance, and several high officials of the 
porte. A number of reactionary news- 
papers have been suppressed. 

Fresh battalions continue to arrive 
from the country districts. Aa thnev 
came in today each marched to the pal- 
ace of justice, where the parliament was 
sitting, and saluted the representatives 
of the new government. Many of the 
soldiers went to the mosques to pray. 

American Tourists Leave. 
Most of the American tourtsts have 
left the city. Ambassador YWeishman, 
who has received many telegrams in- 
quiring whether it is safe to visit Con- 
stantinople, has replied that such a 
course would be inadvisable, as the city 
is under martial law.

Arrested on a double charge of disor- 
derly conduct and impersonating an of- 
ficer the middie of April, Roy Davis, a 


young white man, 2! years of age, who { 


was sent:to the city stockade on April 
16 in default of 680 police court fine, 


took a diluted portion of carbolic acid | 


at the stockade last night about !0 
o'clock, in a supposed effort to end his 
life. He was taken to the Grady hos- 
pital, where it is said he will recover. 
Davis was arrested at the corner of 
Marietta and Broad streets by Officer 


Head, then on the day watch, on com-: 
plaint of a man that Davis had threat- 
ened him with arrest. When Davis ar- 
rived at the police station, a detectives 
or similar badge was taken off him. 
Soon after he went to the stockade in 
default of his fine. 

Yesterday at noon Davis asked Dr. 
M. C. Martin, who is stationed at the 
stockade several hours each day ‘to min- 
ister to the needs of the prisoners, it 
he was marked return to the station 
house.

DISCRETION GIVEN 
TO THE PRESIDENT 


Washington, April 26.—Some of the 
administrative features of the tariff 
bill will be gubmitted to the full mem- 
bership of the senate finance commit- 
tee tomorrow. They will include the 
substitute for the maximum and mini- 
mum feature of thé Payne bill, which 
has been worked out, by Chairman Ald- 
rich and approved by the republican 
members after having been perfected 
with. the aid of Senators Root and Cur- 
tis and others who have given the sub- 
ject careful study, 

The substitute for the Payne method 
of applying rates fixed by the bill is 
much shorter than the house provision, 
and it is believed by members of the 
committee to eliminate many of the 
features that have provoked objections, 
chiefly in regard to the means of re- 
taliation against countries that have 
faileg to give to the United States the 
benefit of their most favorable rates, 
The senate plan makes the established 
rate the minimum, an gh Free for a 
maximum of 25 pér cé t additional as 
is done, by the Payne bill, but the term 
maximum and mintmum {is avoided and 
the president is given discretion In ad- 
vancing the estabrtshed rate. De- 
scribed briefly, the amendment will 
provide for the following: 

How. Duties Will Be Collected. 


Duties will be collected on all articles 
imported from foreign countries at the 
rates named in the senate bill and 26 
per cent additional from countries 
which assess against goods from this 
country rates which are “unequal and 
unreciprocal.” The established rates 
will continue in effect until March 31, 
i9iO0, and thereafter unless the presi- 
dent by proclamation puts into effect 
the additional rate of 25 per cent of 
the established rate. This will be done 
only on the president receiving satis- 
factory evidence that a foreign coun- 
try is discriminating against the United 
States. One of the chief objections 
raised against the maximum and mini- 
mum feature of the Payne bill was 
that the maximum rates automatically 
went into force whenever a foreign 


country failed to give to the United’ 


States the best rate given to any other 
country. As a number of European coun- 
tries give special rates to dependencies, 
the prosperity of which demands the 
continuance of these favors, it was said 
that the United States would be com- 
pelled to put into force maximum 
rates when it would be a disadvantage 
to this country to do so. By placing 
discretionary power with the president, 
it is belleved this objection would be 
avoided. 

The senate bill does not @se the ex- 
pression common to legiéglation and 
treaties bearing on the “most favored 
nation’’ clauses, but provides for the 
use of the maximum rates in retalia- 
tion when ,.@ rate has been charged 
against this country that is found to be 
“unequal and unfeciprocal.’’ The pres- 
ident, who will be advised by a tariff 
board to be provideq for in another 
section, has authority to say when a 
rate is “unequal and unreciprocal.”’ 

Important Innovation. 
The very important 


taking articles from the fre list and 


fixing rates of duty that must be paid 


on them by countries which discrimi- 
nate against the United States, is pro- 
vided by another clause of the senate 
substitute... This will be for the pur- 
pose of using these articles as a basis 
for trading with foreign countries in 
order to extend commerce in articles 
produced by the United States. It is 
expecteg that only a few articles will 
be named on this trading list. 

The provision of the house bill amend- 
ing the present law in relation to the 
collection of ad valorem duties has 
been amended maternally. Under the 
present law the values of articles suit- 
able at an ad valorem rate are fixed in 
accordance with the wholesale price or 
market value at the time of exporta- 
tion from the country from whence im- 
ported. Because it is often difficult 
to establish what is the wholesale rate 
abroad, the amended bill will say,that 
the foreign wholesale rate will rule 
when there is an established open 
market for the class of goods in ques- 
tion, otherwise the. duties will be col- 
lected on the values at the wholesale 
rates in the United States. It is as- 
serted that this change will do away 
br her a great amount of undervalua- 
tion 

The drawback feature of the Dingley 
law will be recommended for enactment 
instead of the provision of the Payne 
bill, which strikes out the identification 
requirement.

FOR NEW YORK CENTRAL 


E. H. Harriman Plans to Com- 
bine 12,000 Miles of i 
Road 


New York, April 26.—According to a 
report circulated in this city, E. H. 
Harriman has instructed leading cor- 
poration counsel in this and other 
cities to devise a means of merging 
the New York Central lines into one 
$1,000,000,000 corporation, with a cen- 
tral management and one treasury.

Chicago, April 26.—Investigation of an 
allegation that vice in the tenderloin 
district of Chicago {ts protected by a 
ring composed of two aldermen, two 
resort keepers and a high police offi- 
cial, who are said to have formed a 
stock company for the purpose, was 
begun by State’s Attorney Wayman 
here today. The system of cbdilecting 
tribute is said to have been worked 
out to the finest point. Money for pro- 
tection is alleged to be collected week- 
ly by a leader of the ring, who ,em- 
ploys several assistants. Every sa- 
loon and dive in the so-called ‘‘red- 
light” district is said to contribute. 

Not only has it been reported to the 
state’s attorney that the divekeepers 
pay weekly sums ranging from $I to 
$500, but that the ring owns groceries, 
meat markets, dry goods store, a dress- 
making establishment, drug _ store, 
wholesale liquor houses, etc., at which 
the inmates of places\which pay pro- 
tection money are compelled to trade. 
The alleged ring hag been in existence 
for two years. Of the stock one-half 
is said to be owned by the two alder- 
men, and the remainder by the two 
divekeepers and the police official be- 
fore mentioned.

Memorial Day Orator Declares “‘It Is the One Day I 
Don’t Like to See a Blue 
3 Uniform.”’ 


The exercises at Oakland cemetery 
were attended by hundreds of people 
and were decidedly the most appropriate 
and beautiful held in many years. 

After the parade reached the confed- 
erate monument, the old veterans were 
escorted to seats arranged around the 
base. The Daughters of thé Confed- 
eracy occupied seats on the stone plat- 
form with the orator of the day, Rev. 
Dr. Lansing Burrows, pastor of the 
First Baptist church of Americus, and 
Colonel Robert E. Park, who presided. 

The exercises were opened with pray- 
er by Dr. C. T. A. Pise, rector of St. 
Philip’s cathedra). After a song, the 
delivery of the crosses of honor was 
made by Mrs. E. G. McCabe, president 
of the Atlanta chapter of the Daughters 
of the Confederacy. Colonel] Park then 
introduced the speaker of the day in a 
few appropriate words, telling of the 
friendship that had existed between him- 
self and Dr. Burrows’ father during the 
war and of the friendship that has been 
their own since. 

Don’t Like to See the Blue. 

The address of Dr. Burrows was one 
dear to the hearts of southerners. Him- 
self a member of the fastly fading 
legion, it was a talk from comrade to 
comrade. At times he was almost over- 
come with emotion, but the applause of 
his comrades quieted him and he was 
able to resume. 

“This is our one day,” said he, ‘“‘to 
think and say what we feel. It is the 
Only day I don’t like to see a blue uni- 
form.’ He paid a high tribute to the 
noble work done by the women. Reach- 
ing on the table before him and taking 
in his hand a bunch of fragrant roses, 
he held them over the head of Mre. W. 
D. Ellis, president of the Ladies’ Memo- 
Yial Society, who was seated on his 
right, and dropping the roses one by one 
on her hat and into her lap, he ex- 
claimed: ‘‘And garlands for the women!” 
This brought loud cheers and applause. 

Dr. Burrows’ address was followed by 
the blowing of taps and a benediction 
by Dr. Pise. Then the crowds dis- 
persed to the graves and decorated the 
simple mounds with garlands of tlow- 
ers and evergreen. Apart from the 
exercises at the monument, the mem- 
bers of the Seventeenth fired several 
Salutes over the hillside opposite the 
monument, 


Dr. Burrow’s Address. 


The address of Dr. Burrows, in part, 
Was as follows: 

“My Comrades: Year by year, as 
the springiime opens with its perfum- 
ing biossums, we are drawn by a mag- 
netic influence about the graves with the 
wail of plaintive music, the perfume 
of garlanas and the blush of roses. to 
note Our gratitude for mien who have 
given up their lives for us. Today the 
affection. for them 1s as trong as ever 
and the heart grows more tender to- 
wards the lessening battalions of griz- 
zled men, bowed with the burder of 
years who stand about the sepulchres of 
J pay companions of bivouac and battie 

ne, : 

“1 could wish that these thousands 
of graves decked with the garlands 
Strewed by soft hands of women might 
rise between us and the temptation to 
think that this sacrifice was uncalled 
for, this horrible ordeal] was useless 
and these men who dared to death were 
mistaken. 

“It is a blessed thing to know that 
the most powerful motive for action 
which the people of the south ever 
knew was not the sordid desire for 
pecuniary gain. Were these men mis- 
taken? No; they were not, especial- 
ly in the light of the fact that the great 
underlying principles of civic law to 
which they devoted themselves are most 
strenuously held today in all portions 
of our common country, established 
by its highest courts, and would be 
contended for in blood by those who, 
in the past dreadful years, opposed 
them.” (Applause.) » 

Fought for Self-Respect. 

“Even were this not so there remains 
this indisputable fact, that the mighty 
events which we commemorate today 
maintained the self-respect of our peo- 
pic. If there should arise a man with 
calm and scholarly mind to convince 
me that the cause for which these ‘men 
fought and died was entirely and in- 
excusably wrong, there would still re- 
main the fact that the self-respect of 
the southern people was possible of 
maintenance only through these awful 
experiences. With what they had al-

regard to the etnployment of child la- 
bor. Gévernor Comer declined to make 
any appointments, assigning as his only 
réason that the state of Alabafna had 
Pecently passed excellent laws upon 
this subject, and that he could not ap- 
prove of any attempt to modify these 
lawa until they had been fairly tested 
and found to be unsatisfactory. His 
Claim that the laws of Alabama, gov- 
erning the employment of children by 
mills and factories are good and ade- 
quate for all purposes is positively and 
strongly controverted by a lady expert 
On this subject, who has devoted much 
time to its consideration and who has 
visited the mills and was present at 
the ‘conference held in New Orleans.’ 
There are many children in the Avon- 
dale mills of tender years—too young 
for such work, and yet Governor 
Comer was cognizant of this and still 
Maintains that the laws of the state 
governing the employment of child la- 
bor are good.

When the attention of Chief Jentzen, 
the head of the sanitary department, 
was called to the paper shower, he at 
once ordered an investigation and hac 
the paper scraps kept where they be- 
longed and where they could be burned 
ana vestroyed insteag eo, being scattered 
over the city. 

Chief Jentzen said the reason the pa- 
per escaped from the crematory was 
becauSe the water tanks had not been 
properly cieaned out. He at once had 
the matter attended to, and the shower 
of paper ceased. 

It is said that this was not the first 
time recently that the city has been 
subjected to such a shower of waste 
paper.

The result might well be a fanatical civil war which 
would drench the empire in blood and replace the sultan in the Yildiz Kiosk 
more firmly than before. 

Again, the kaiser who, of all civilization’s rulers, has lent his influence 
to the sultan, might furtively engineer an intervention which should restore 
the “sick man” to the throne and set back the hands of the clock of lib- 
erty. For more than a century, the powers.have fought shy of a Turkish 
crisis, not losing sight of Abdul’s. infamy, but jarring and bickering among 
themselves as to which would have the advantage should it come to a*show 
of hands upon his capitulation. 

These ingredients, it will be seen, are sufficient to render precarious the 
ostensible victory of the Young Turks, the party of revolution and progress. 

More potent still as a promoter of disturbing uncertainty is the per- 
sonality of the sultan. He thrives on chaos, and is at home in blood- 
shed and turmoil. Stories too circumstantial to be denied show him to 
be one of the most formidable wholesale vicarious murderers of history; cer- 
tainly, one of its master-diplomats. How many of his threatening rivals, 
often his blood-relatives, have been done to their graves by assassination 
from his mercenaries, will never be known. Thre lives blotted out at his 
command are not open to estimate. He bribes with gold, with power, 
with beautiful and complaisant women. Himself a creature of the most 
exquisite culture and personal charm, speaking many tongues, master of 
soft and magnetic eloquence, blandishing and persuasive as a peddler of 
promises and compliments, he has time and again won his way out of crises 
that, to the ordinary man, would have been in the nature of an impasse. 

This is the situation in the near east. How it will ultimately resolve 


itself is not within the bounds of human prophecy.

and yet this is just what is necessarily attempted in most of the rural schools 
all over Georgia. It is not to be wondered at that most of our rural schools 
are still deing very unsatisfactory work, even with the best of teachers. NO 
ONE-TEACHER SCHOOL CAN EVER BE AN EFFICIENT SCHOOL. 


The remedy is consolidation and transportation and, while there are in- 
stances in the more sparsely settled districts where it is impracticable, there 
is not a county in the state but could consolidate three or more of its schools 
with splendid results and usually at reduced cost. 

A specific instance of the application of this remedy is given by Mr. Dug- 
gan in a brief account of the Culverton Consolidated Schoo] of Hancock 
county. Here five schools, with a total enrollment of 128 pupils, have been 
consolidated into one, and four wagons are employed to bring in the pupils 
who formerly attended the other schools. Three teachers do more and bet- 
ter work because of consolidation and increased time for recitations in each 
grade, than was done by five under the old plan, while the cost, including 
four wagons and teams, has been reduced from $238 to $218 per month. 
There has been no material change in the enrollment, and the average at- 
tendance is better than the aggregate for the five “one-teacher” schools. 

Here efficiency and economy go hand in hand. Any other county in Geor- 
gia can, if it will, do just what Hancock county has done. 

It is not always a question of money, as Hancock county has proven, 
in increasing the efficiency of the country schools. There is much in method, 
in the way of going about things. 

There is not a county in Georgia but could have a “Culverton Consol- 
iddted School” if it only would, with wonderfully increased efficiency and, 
perhaps, decreased expenditure, as the result. 

There are some few others in the state which have likewise adopted this 
plan, but it is a pattern which none can afford to ignore. 
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NOT EVEN ENJOYING COMPETITION. 


If there is another city or town in Georgia which does not possess the 
advantage of regular and systematic publication of railroad schedules, At- 
lanta stands ready to extend its heartfelt assurances of sympathy and condo- 
lence.

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OF CITY CHARTER 


Committee of Forty-Nine 
Meets Today. 


————— 
Meeting at 4 O’Clock in the 
Council Chamber—To Con- 


sider Reports From Subcom- 
‘mittees on Two Forms of 


City Government. 


The charter revision committee of 
forty-nine will meet this afternoon at 
4 o’cloc, in the counci] chamber to he@r 
reports from two subcommittees. 

This will be the most important meet- 
ing the charter revision committee has 
ever held, as the matter to be consider- 
ed has now assumed a definite shape. 

It will be remembered that the com- 
mittee at first appointed several sub- 
committees, and this action was re- 
voked and two subcommittees appoint- 
ed, one on a commisajon form of g0Vv- 
ernment and the other on a government 
other than the commission form. The 
latter was to be in the nature of an 
improvement on Atlanta’s present gov- 
ernment. 

The subcommittee on a commission 
form of government, Charles T. Hop- 
kins, chairman, agreed upon a report 
the first of last week, and the paper 
Was sent to Chairman E. V. Carter, of 
the general committee. 

The other subcommittee, Alex W. 
Smith, chairman, agreed upon a. report 
3 o'clock Saturday afternoon, and this 
report is now in the hands of the chair- 
man of the general committee. 

Chairman Calls Meeting. 

Chairman Carter stated yesterday 
morning that he had notified Secretary 
Press Huddleston to call the general 
committee together Tuesday afternoon 
at 4 o'clock. Mr. Carter stated that 
neither of the reports of the subcom- 
mittees had been made public, and this 
would not be done until the general 
committee met. 

It {fs believed, however, that enough 
has leaked out to give a generai idea 
of what the two reports will be. 

It is said that the commission charter 
is in the shape of an ordinance which 
provides that a mayor and seven com- 
missioners are to be elected on the first 
Wednesday in December of this year, 
and this election will take the place of 
the regular city election. The commis- 
sion is to go into office on the first of 
next January. At the first election the 
mayor and three councilmen are to be 
elected for two years, and the other 
four councilmen for four years. After 
this, all the terms will be for two years. 
Under ' the ordinance there will be no 
ward lines in the city. The commission- 
era are forbidden to receive any kind 
of compensation except that paid by 
the city, and they cannot elect to any 
office any of their kinfolks,. 

Will Divide City’s Business 


It is believed that the commission 
charter whl divide the eity’s business 


}into separate departments, such as gen- 


eral supervision, public receipts, public 
expenditures, public safety, waterworks, 
streets, lights and sewers, sanitary af- 
fairs, parks and public property. It is 
believed that the mayor's veto power 
will be taken away, and that the na- 
tional banks will elect a man to audit 
the city’s books. 

There will be such city officers as a 
clerk, a recorder, a city engineer, a city 
attorney and-such other officers as the 
commission may deem necessary. 

It is said that the ordinance provides 
for an election to recall] any of the com- 
missioners on a petition signed by one- 
fourth of the voters. The commission 
can refer to a vote of the people any 
matter it wishes to have voted upon in 
that way. All boards will be abolished 
except that on. schools, which will con- 
sist of. six members elected by the com- 
mission. 


The Other Report. 
‘ The report of the subcommittee on & 
form of government other than that of 
the commission plan is said to be very 
lengthy. It is said to provide for a 
mayor and council to be elected by the 
people. 
power to appoint and remove the heads 
of all departments. There is said to be 


taxes on real estate. The department 
of education will be supported by a spe- 
cial tax of 5 mills, and the board will 
be independent of the couricil. It is be- 
lieved that this report, after outlining 
a general government, will make a num- 
ber of recommendations for the general 
committee to act upon. 

There will probably be a full meeting 
of the charter revision — committee this 
afternoon. 

It has been agreed by the enamiatites 
that whatever action is.taken, the mat- 
ter will be submitted to the people be- 
fore the city charter is changed.

Several erroneous statements have 
been made public in regard to the tax 
which banks owning their bulldings 
will pay the city.

The matter got into a muddle 
because of the banks owning real es- 
tate and being exempt from taxes on 
such real estate when it was repre- 
sented in the value of the shares of 
stock, It wag. held by menmpbers of the 
tax committee and the tax assessors 
that the banks. should have deducted 
from the shares of stock only the equi- 
ty they have in the real estate; but 
even when this was agreed upon, there 
was still a difference ag how the 
equity should be deducted—whetiter it 
should be the entire amount of the 
equity or 60 per cent of it, which is 
the basis of a]l tax assessments in the 
city. F 

Two Sets of Figuring.

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Work of Revolutionizing 
Force Going On, 


Special Committee of Three 

' Mason Faction Commission- 
ers Said to Be Quietly at 
Work Finding Out What 
‘Reforms Are Needed.” 


That special police board committee 
appointed to “look into the workings of 
the police department’ is said to be 
probing, quietly and without any’ pub- 
lie demonstrations, but nevertheless 
surely probing. 

The special committee was appointed 
very unostentatiously at the last meet- 
ing of the police board. In fact, the 
appointment came so easily and quietly 
that it Was all over before some of the 
police commissioners knew what had 
happened. 

It all looked like just an “incidental,”’ 
but it is now believed that the special 
committee was a prearranged part of 
@ plan to revolutionize the whole police 
department, 

At the meeting of the board New- 
port Lanford was placed at the head of 
the detective force, with full power 
to appoint what men he wanted. Then 
@ resolution was adopted declaring the 
assistant chief of police no longer over 
the detective department. Next fol- 
lowed a motion to appoint a special 
committee of three to investigate the 
whole police system and to make such 
recommendationg as might be deemed 
advisable to better the Aepartment. 

All Came From Mason Faction. 

This series of. happenings was all 
brought about by the Mason or ma- 
jority, faction, which is in control of 
the police board. By a faction vote 
Newport Lanford was elected: it was 
Commissioner Johnson, a Mason faction 
man, who introduced the _ resolution 
removing the assistant chief of police 
from control of the detective force: it 
was Commissioner Kilpatrick, a Ma- 
son faction man, who offered the mo- 
tion for the appointment of the special 
investigating committee of three. 

When Chairman Mason appointed the 
committee of three he selected three 
of his strongest lieutenants, Johnson, 
Kilpatrick and Marbut. There is no 
discounting the loyalty of these three 
commissioners to the Mason faction. 

Commissioner Johnson says he has 
not yet called the special committee 
together, but it is believed the com- 
mittee has nevertheless been probing, 
and that when it comes together it 
will be well and thoroughly informed 
On what the “department needs.”’ 

May Change Civil Service. 

Since Commissioner Johnson has de- 
clared himself against the present civil 
Service system, the special committee 
will probably make some recommenda- 
tions which will call for a general 
remodelling of the civil service ordi- 
nance. 

The special committee will doubt- 
less think it necessary to abolish the 
present detective department and sub- 
stitute a secret service bureau. with 
Newport Lanford as captain. 

The committee will probably make a 
recommendation for ‘the increase of 
patrol sergeants or rounds 4 

It is believed that the Fe service 
law will be changed so as to lower the 
average required in. the educational ex- 
amination, and the report may go so 
far as to allow men older than 40 
years to be elected on the force. 

The report of the committee of three 
is being looked forward to with con- 
siderable interest.

“Must Confine: Themselves to 
Railroad “usiness,” Says 


Aast. Atty. General. 


Washington. April 26.—“That decision 
| means for Ohio what we are seeking in 
the commodities clause case, that is. that 
rallroads of the country shall confine 
themselves to the railroad business.”’ 

This was the comment made today by 
Wade H. Ellis, assistant to the attor- 
ney general, In charge of trust matters, 
after a careful ‘reading of the decision 
of Circuit Judge Alread at Columbus, 
Ohio, in the Hocking Valley railroad 
case last Saturday. The decision, it is 
stated, ousts the Hocking Valley from 
ownership of stock in the Buckeye Coal 
and Rail Company, the Sunday Creek 
Coal Company, the @unday Creek Com- 
pany and the Continental Coal Company 
and other coal and railroad companies. 
Mr. Ellis said that as former attorney 
general of Ohio, he had conducted ‘these 
cases, and naturally felt gratified at the 
decision. 


Insufficient Revenue. 

Little Rock, Ark., April 26.—Governor 
Donaghey today sent a special message 
to the general assembly, showing that 
the revenue is insufficient to meet the ap- 
propriations for the biennial period and 
asking for a revision of the revenue 
laws so the state would not have to 
operate on a scrip basis.

Enormous Profits of Steel Trust. 

Mr. Bailey replied that in the case of 
the United States Steel Corporation he 
believed they had, and he cited the in- 
creased capitalization of that -organiza- 
tion as an evidence of enormous profits. 
Furthermore, he explained that a reduc- 
tion of 33 1-3 per cent in duties did not. 
mean an equal cut in profits. He in- 
sisted that such a lowering of the rate of 
duty would not seriously affect impor- 
tations, becauSe he believed American 
manufacturers would be stimulated by 
the added foreign competition, and 
would continue to supply the markets.. 

Mr. Bailey @iscussed his amendment 
providing for an income tax, which was 
criticised by Mr. Aldrich as tending to 
reduce the protection that would be 
given American labor if it should re- 
sult in a proportionate decrease of cus- 
toms duties. Mr. Bailey favored re- 
striction of immigration as a protection 
to American labor. 

Mr. Aldrich retorted that while Mr. 
Bailey was ready to keep the foreign 
labor from our shores, he was not averse 
to allowing the product of this cheap 
labor to come in competition with the 
product of American working men.

though they were so impartial as to 
entertain an: eversion for what is bad 
or preference for what is good.

most efdént “supporters. But it does: 
not end there, because its inevitable 
effect is to give a few of our fellow 
citizens an enormous advantage over 
the others of our éountrymen,”’ 

The practical effect of protection, he 
said, was to give a bounty to the fa- 
vored manufactureP. 

“The only differénce “is in the direct 
and the indirect way of taking money 
from one man and giving it to another 
who has no honest claim upon it,” he 
said. Referring to his proposed amend- 
ment for an income tax, he directed his 
remarks to Senator Aldrich, and said 
there was a time when such a proposi- 
tion was. described as a plan to redis- 
tribute fortunes. 

A Shot at Aldrich. 

“But,” he added, “the senator from 
Rhode Island, when he recently referred 
to this proposed tax, forebore to repeat 
that statement, because he would have 
to settle with some fifteen or twenty 
of the men of greatest abilfty and high- 
est character on his: side of the com- 
mission, and it was with reference to 
them, and not to save our sensitive na- 
tures, that he contented himself with 
saying that such a law ought not to be 
levied, because it was not necessary, as 
the bill he reported to the senate would 
raise enough revenue without this iIn- 
come tax.’’ 

Mr. Bailey insisted that he had no 
prejudice against’ any man because he 
was rich, but he had a strong prejudice 
against some men on account of the 
way in which they had become rich. ‘T 
do not hesitate to say,’ he continued, 
‘that taking other men’s money through 
favoritism of a lw is but little less 
dishonest than to take it by fraud and 
force. It is because of the belief that 
it is so widespread among the American 
people today that these great fortunes 
were created by others, that there is so 
much prejudice against men of large 
meéeans.”’ 

Senator. William Alden Smith, of Michi- 
gan, engaged in a colloquy with the 
Texas senator concerning ‘the difference 
of wages and the manner of life of tne 
American and WBuropean wage-earner. 
Mr. Bailey insisted that, taking in view 
the superior productive power of the 
American laborer, he was no better paid 
than is the laborer of Germany. 

Mr. Bailey said that one of the most 
prosperous periods in the history of 
the United States resulted from a low 
tariff, while Mr. Smith declared that 
one, of the most disastrous periods in 
the business of the country resulted 
from a low. tariff, making his refer- 
ence to the Wilson tariff act. 

Taft. Favors Income Tax. 

Mr. Bailey also became involved in 
a discussion with Mr. Aldrich with re- 
garg to the latter's utterance in the 
senate in 1894 that the income tax was 
supported by .the socialist, populist and 
democratic. parties. Mr. Batley said 
that. Mr. Taft now favored an income 
tax, and asked Mr. Aldrich if he con- 
sidered the president a gocialist, popu- 
list or democrat. Mr. Aldrich replied 
that his statement was true at the time 
it was made. 

Contending that he had always voted 
against extravagance, Mr. Bailey de- 
clared that Mr. Aldrich had voted for 
substantially all lar e appropriation 
measures. He saf™ that the. Rhode Is- 
land senator's recent statement in fa- 
vor of economy indiceted that he had 
been converted. This conversion, con- 
tended Mr. Bailey, occurred when the

“If this bill, as he presented it,” said f

*"Does the senator think that the Amer- 
ican manufacturer makes a profit of 
33 !-3 per cent?’ inquired Mr. Aldrich. 

Mr. Bailey suggested that the United 
Stateg Steel Corporation, with a capital 
of $350,000,000, had increased its capi- 
talization to $!1,000,000,000, and makes 
about 7 per cent on the larger sum. 

“Obviously,’’ he said, “the steel cor- 
poration could reduce itg profit,.38 1-3 
per cent and still make more than.a 
legitimate profit on a fair valuation of 
its property.”’ 

Mr. Aldrich suggested that the United 
States Steel Corporation produced only 
from 46 to 50 per cent of the steel 
Output, and askeq whether the senator 
from Texas believed the other cor- 
porationg could make a profit if the 
prices» were reduced 33 !-3 per cent. 

“If I: am permitted to judge by the 


size .and equipment of their atutomo- 


biles. and the size and equipment of 
their yachts and by other extrava- 
@ances, they flaunt in the faces of the 
American consumers, I say yes,’ re- 
plied Mr. Batley. “They might not be 
able to go to Europe every summer 
and might find it necessary to reduce 
their expenditures, but the American 
people would be better off for that.”

‘How did the senator arrive at the 
income of $6,000 as.the proper ohe to

Mr. Bailey replied that he had fixed 
that figure because he kad assumed 
that incomes of $5,000 are spent on liv- 
ing expenses so that the recipient would 
be compelled to pay another than the 
income tax at the custom house on 
everything he purchased, and as the 
one tax had already been paid, exemp- 
tion from the income tax seemed justi- 
fied. But more than that, he said, he 
wishes to levy the tax on those best 
able to pay. it. 

Being further presseq with questions 
by Mr. Aldrich, the Texas senator re- 
plied: 

“I know what you want me to say, 
and I am going to say it. I fixed on 
$5,000 a year as the income to be 
taxed for the further reason that I 
wanted it to affect as few people as 
possible, so that {it might not provoke 
hostility. Is the senator satisfied?’’ 
inquired Mr. Bailey. smiling on Mr. 
Aldrich, who nodded and smiled.

“In other words,” retorted Mr. Al- 
| drich, “the senator wants to enact leg- 
islation with a class distinction in or- 
der to get it through.” 

‘Does the senator believe Adam Smith 
was correct in saying that taxes should 
be iaid upon people best able to mene 
them?” asked Mr. Bailey.

“The critic of this income tax,” said 
Mr. Bailey, “will find small audiences 
in labor centers when he comes to 
complain that I do not tax somebody 
besides those included in the $5,000 lim - 
itation.” 

Mr. Owen interrupted to suggest that 
in order to make up for what would be 
lost in exempting incomes below $5,000, 
the amendment might be changed to 
tax incomes of more than $1,000,000 at 
the rate of 5 per cent. 

Without replying to Mr. Owen, Mr. 
Bailey continued: “The tender solici- 
tude of the senator from Rhode Island 
is in keeping with American politics.” 

The Expatriated Citizen. 

Referring to an “expatriated citizen,” 
who, he said, owned $10,000,000 of real 
estate in New York city, he said that 
workingmen of this country were taxed 
to protect his property while he went 
untaxed during the war with Spain. 
The workingmen, he said, who paid 4 
tax on a plug of tobacco, paid more for 
the support of the federal government 
than did that citizen.

In Memphis for General Ses- 
sion on Thursday. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 26.—Preliminary

$12 HEAD TAX URGED 
ON EACH IMMIGRANT 


It Means Revenue and Protec- 
tion of American Labor, 
Says Overman. 


Washington, April 26.—In the senate 
today Mr. Overman, of North Carolina, 
Offered an amendment to the tariff bill, 
by which he proposes to place on each 
immigrant coming into the United States 
a head tax of $12. Mr. Overman de- 
clared his amendment was in the interest 
of revenue and protection to American 
labor. The tax he desired to have pro- 
vided for aliens has been held constitu- 
tional by the United States supreme 
court, and that was one of the argu- 
ments Mr. Overman offered in support 
of his amendment. 

“It means not only revenue for the 
treasury,’ he said, “but also a select 
Class of immigrants, and, paaresere, it 
protects labor.’ 

Mr. Overman estimated the tax he 
proposed would Dring io the government 
$6,U00,0CO io $/10,00y,000 of revenue.

Philadelphia, April 26.—Dr. Maurice 
Powers, star catcher for the Philadel- 
Phia American League Baséball Club, 
and one of the best known and most 
popular ball players in the country, 
died in a hospital in thts city today of 
Bangrene poisoning. Powers became il! 
during the seventh inning of the open- 
ing game of the season with Boston, on 
Easter Monday, at which time the new 
grounds were dedicated. He was seized 
with violent pains during the seventh 
inning, but as his team was winning, 
he persisted in continuing in the game 
until the end, when he fell unconscious 
and was hurried to a hospital. The 
Physicians discovered he was suffering 
from strangulation of the intestines and 
he was operated upon, two other opera- 
tions being subsequently performed. 
Powers was 33 years of age and was 
born in Pittsfield, Mass. He was grad- 
uated from Holy Cross, and later took 
a course in medicine at Notre Dame. 
He made his professional baseball debut 
in 1896 at Louisville. From there he 
went to Washington and then to In- 
dianapolis. He joined the Athletics in 
1901, being the oldest man on the team 
in point of service.

New York, April 26.—There weré sympP- 
toms of languor in the speculation in 
stocks today and a disposition was man- 
ifest to harvest accrued profits rather 
than to undertake renewed commit- 
ments. The seliing pressure became 
pronounced when the market developed 
any show of strength, but it was not 
pushed at the severe cost of values un- 
til the last half hour of tne day. Talis 
conaition of affairs caused a heavy 
undertone, rather than pronounced weas- 
ness. Stocks were tea Out treely daur- 
ing the dirsc hour, to take advantage OF 
Wuatever new demana had come into 
the market over the end of the week. 
This demand was not notable, and 
prices early succumbed to the influence 
of the seliing. ‘Ihe money niarket po- 
sition seemea to be responsible for the 
accession of cutting on the part of oper- 
ators for the advance. A flurry in the 
call money market is considered among 
the possibilities for the present week 
in connection with the preparations for 
the monthly gettlements to be financed. 
The exigencies of lenders are not eX- 
pected tu be severe, and any market rise 
in inierest rates would be expected to 
bring prompt reinforcements to the 
money market from interior sources. 
Money supplies at interior points are 
said to be redundant still and difficult 
to find employment for. In spite of 
this reserve force in the money situa- 
tion, there is a fear that even a slight 
hardening of money rates might dis- 
lodge some vulnerable market holdings 
of stocks of the lesg substantial class. 
The remarkable price advances in many 
of these have been patent to all eyes. 
These were made possible, it is believed 
only by the willingness of bankers to 
pass, without objection, collateral in 
loans, which would be objected to in 
periods of a normal money market, Last 
week already a closer scrutiny was be- 
ing exercised of collateral in loans, and 
borrowers were notified by the banks to 
reduce the percentage of the more doubt- 
ful class of securities figuring in loans. 
The shifting of loans thus brought about 
is, in itself, a disturbing process. The 
apprehension that its extension toward 
the end of the week might topple over 
some weak speculative accounts was a 
factor in the restraint on the speculation 
which was discernible today. The sama 
influence was at work in the bond mar- 
ket to reduce the volume of transac- 
tions in that department and to impart 
a heavy tone to that class of securities 
also. The day's narrow speculation 
centered in a few of the favorite trad- 
ing stocks, notably Reading. Fluctua- 
tions in that stock were vioient until it 
became known that the supreme court 
decision on the commodities clause of 
the Hepburn law was not to be handed 
down today. Less attention was paid 
to the stock afterwards. London turnefa 
seller in this market, prompted, it was 
said, by the approach of the half month- 
ly settlement of the London stock ex- 
change. There were «races of anxiety 
in some of the foreign markets over the 
still unsettled state of affairs in Turkey. 
The renewed absorption of gold by Paris 
was illustrated in the taking of $5,000,- 
000 in London for that account. Rail- 
road traffic officials sent no information 
of marked. change in the freight situa- 
tion. Reading seemed to be hurt Dy 
the intimation that very heavy supplies 
of anthracite remained on hand to ove 
worked off during the summer in the 
event of an agreement with the miners. 
News bearing on the coming wheat crop 
wi regarded as favorable, but the fur- 
ther break in the wheat market lacked 
its stimulating effect om stocks. Time 
loans were quoted a fraction higher to- 
day for all maturities. The call money 
rate did not get above 2 per cent. Gath- 
ering distrust over the selling of stocks, 
which appeared on all available oppor- 
tunities, led to a general throwing Over 
of speculative accounts in the late deal- 
ings and to the weak close. 

Bonds were heavy. Tota! sales, par 
value, $4,882,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call.
